in itself would kno& any
sides this he has to keep track of all detaila
to which other policemen in the station
are assigned, and if he makes a mistake
he is called ﬁharply to account,

If the man was not a good typewriter
he would never be able to get through
the amount of work he does. He receivea
only a policeman's salary, but he averages
fourteen or fifteen hours' work each day.
He doesn't like his job, but he can't get
away from it. Pnunding the pavement
in uniform would be a soft berth t» him,
If he shirks his work he is likely to get a
complaint and that means more trouble
fm}- him. No other cop wants Sam Beattie's
job.

This is the time when the stables main-
tained by the large department stores be-
gin to prepare for the holiday rush.

“Some extent of the business we do
during the holidays can be realized from
the fact that we have about seventy-five
or eighty horses and wagong of our own,”
said the manager of one stable, “vet with all

these we are unable to handle all the busi-
ness without hiring twenty or twenty-five
extra horses and wagons to help us out.

“We have to pay $1 and 81 a day for extra
wagons, as the demand for them is great
and the supply is so small that their owners
can get any price for them. But we have
to pay no matter how much it costs, for
delay means loss of trade and customers
are at mo time so exacting as at Christmas.”

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An ablorbing Novel
of the law’s delays

Mme. Gadsk! Seen as Brinnhlide and Olhve
Fremstad as Sleglinde—Felix  Mottl
Conduots for the First Time In Amer-
lea—Stage Effects Not Good.

Mr. Conried's administration at the Met-
ropolitan Opera House reached its second
evening last night. The disclosure of the
time was a performance of Wagner's “Die
Walkilere." The occasion was made inter-
esting by the first appearance in this coun-
try of Felix Mottl, the dintingmshed Wag-
nerian conductor, who was in his early
years directly aseociated with Wagner
himself. He belonged to the same group
of young assistanta of the Bayreuth genius
as the lamented Seid—Richter vas the artis-
tic guide of them all, but tley imbibed
their knowledge of Wagner's purposes from
the fountain head.

The Metropolitan Opera House thus
comes once again into the poseession of an
authoritative interpreter of Wagner's
music, and whether that was to work for
good or not was in some measure to be
demonstrated by last night's performance.
That the question could not be settled
finally was due to conditions which Mr.
Mottl could not control.

The season {8 yet very young. The
artists and the orchestra have not had time
to become thoroughly acquainted with
Mr. Mottl's personal equation, with his
artistic creed, his methods and his poesible
crotchets. Rehearsals are as much of a
luxury under the Conried rule thus far as
they were in the consulship of Grau. Again
there was a new Hrinnhilde last night,
Mme. Gadski, who sang the part for the
first, and a choir of young and innocent

Valkyrs, some of whom had never stepped
upon a stage before, and who were in all
probability quite overwhelmed with the
consciousness of their public presence.
These are conditions which do not
promise a triumph for a conducteor, upon
whom the burdens of a Wagner drama
rest heavily. Owing to the latemess of
the hour at which the {aer!ormance ended—
it was well past midnight—it is impossible
to do more than summarim impressions
this morning. The performance was one

to invite extended comment, but that must |

wait.

Mr. Mottl is, of course, a believer in the
present state of slow tempi in Germa.n
and consequemlv a good deal of “Die Wal-
kuere” was l'ngering sweetnesa long drawn
out. But aside from that Mr. Mottl's
conducting was admirable. It was full
of color and nuance, of wide dynamic
range and of eloquent touches, but it did
not smother the voices, It was the' con-
ducting of a man who knows his Wagner,
who has temperament as well as der-
standing, but is not carried off his feet by
enthusiasm. Mr. Mottl is well poised. In
fact there were times, as at the end of the
first act, when a little more passion would
have hef But for the present let that
pass. Mr. Mottle is welcome.

There wu new scenery for the drama,
and a lot of specially imported Bayreuth
stage effects. Most of them were bad,
and those that were not were badly man-
aged. The light effects wera nearly all
misdirected. The battle in the clouds at
the end of Act II. was done & la Bayreuth
with cloud drops in the foreground and as
at Bayreuth it was unnrlf ridiculous because
it was almost impossible to see what was
lmpp('mng

Some master brain caused Brunnhilde
to be attended durin% the “Todesverku-
endigung” scene by her faithful steed,
and the horse, being but a beast of the
field, did all he could to ruin the scene and
made a pretty fair job of it. Fricka was
towed up the mountain by the ridiculous
stuffed rams. Mr. Conried is attending to
the wishes of Wagner, but in sgome matters
of stagecraft the mighty Richard was a

child.
l’r;m princi ale were Mme. Gadeki as
Briinnhilde, Olive Fremstad as Sieglinde,

Mme. Homer ag Fricka, Ernest Kraus as
Siegmund, Robert Blas as Hunding and
Anton Van Rooy as Wofan. Little can be
caid of them now. Mme. Gadski's first
Briunnhilde was worthy of hi h praise.
It was dignified yet tender. It had repose
and nmmﬁmnm She gsang Hm music
excellently, from the brilliant challenge
of the “Hojotopo” to the mystic prophecy
of Siegmund's death. More will be said
of this impersonation at another tim .
Miss Fremstad i8 an American woman
who has been abroad for years. She sig-
nalized her return by a lovely and au-
thoritative muwmonmmn of Sieglinde.
The part is a trifle h‘fh for her warm mezzo
soprano voice, but her singing was thor-
oughly artistic and she is a valuable ad-
dition to our list of operatic acquaint-
ances. Mr. Kraus comes to Amerir-u again
an artist of greater stature than of yore.
His impersonation of Siegmund was ex-
cellent, and much of his singing was gen—
uinely 'beautiful both as vocal art an
Wagnerian interpretation. He seemed
to be laboring under some difficulty and
was probably not in the best of voice.
There was a brand new choir of Valkyrs
lagt night. The new names in the list were
Lillian Heldelbnch Paula Ralph, Isabelle
Bouton, Selma kmnold Marcia Van
Dresser, Johanna Pm-hlmann and Joseph-
ine Jacoby. They acquitted themeelves
fairly well, but they should hold a meeting
and come to an understanding about the

pitch.

POLICE RULES FOR CARRIAGES.

A New Set and 22 Men at the Metropolitan
to Enforce Them.

A new et of traffic regulations was
jrsued at police headquarters yesterday
for the guidance of carriages at the Metro-
politan Opera House. The new rulés were
tried last night and there was a noticeable
lessening of the crowding at the end of the
performance.

Capt. Piper sent twenty-two policemen
to enforce the rules and they'll be there
m'ery opera night. In the afternoons
they'll fill up their time at busy crossings.
Twelve of these will report at the Metro-
politan at 7 o 'clock in the evening and go
aa soon after the opera as possible. The
others will report at 10 and stay until the
audience has all cleaved away.

‘I'he new rules require that in coming to
the opera carriages shall all approach
from the north. At the close carriages for
the Broadway entrance will line up close to
the curb facing north. They will approach
from the west side of Broadway, and from
the south side of cross strects running cast
from Broadway. Carriages from the
Thirty-ninth street entrance will face east
on the south side of the street and will drve
west after losding.

Carriages for the Fortieth street entrance
will approach facing east on the south curh
and will proceed In that direction after
being l0oided. They will be compelled to
turn north on Broadway.
